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Terms And Conditions of Sale 


This is a public auction and mail bid sale conducted in the State of Florida by auctioneers on behalf of Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, 
Inc. The auction is selling numismatic property catalogued by Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. 


All lots shall be sold to the highest bidder as determined by the auctioneer. If any dispute arises during or immediately after the sale of a 
lot, the auctioneer shall have the right to recall the lot and put it up for sale again. In all cases, the auctioneer’s decision shall be absolute 
and final. For the bidder’s protection, NO ‘‘UNLIMITED”’ or ‘‘BUY’’ BIDS WILL BE ACCEPTED. 


A 10% buyer’s charge will be added to the ‘‘hammer price’’ of each lot as determined by the auctioneer. This 10% buyer’s fee will be added 
to the invoice of each successsful bidder regardless of a bidder’s affiliation with any group or organization. Sales tax, if applicable, and any 
other tax will be added to the total amount of each invoice including the buyer’s charge.

The term “‘proof’’ or ‘‘specimen”’ is used to describe a method of manufacture, and 
not a grade or condition. Such terms are the opinion of the cataloguer and shall be deemed to be part of the description and not an attribution. 
No warranty, whether expressed or implied, is made with respect to such adjectival descriptions, which can and do vary among experts. 


This is not an approval sale. Bidders shall promptly pay for all lots on which they are the highest bidder as determined by the auctioneer. 
In the event of non-payment by the buyer determined by the auctioneer, Mid-American Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. expressly reserves the right 
to refuse to deliver the lots, and in addition, any and all rights that it would be entitled to under the Uniform Commercial Code. Mid-American 
Rare Coin Auctions, Inc. also retains the right to offset any accounts due, whether now or in the future, against funds, numismatic items 
or collateral in their possession.

The Myddleton Token was struck in Birmingham, England from dies by Conrad 
Kuchler (Kuchler was also responsible for the equally beautiful Seasons Medals), 
In a rare editorial comment, the GUIDEBOOK writes of the Myddleton Tokens, 
“They are unsurpassed in beauty and design by any piece of this period.’ We 
wholeheartedly agree with their opinion.

Faintly struck 
(as are most of this variety) on the obverse, but with little actual 
wear. The surfaces are smooth and glossy, with a gorgeous tan 
color. 


1787 New Jersey Copper. Maris 43-d. Very Fine. Dark brown 
fields, with lighter devices and lettering. A few minor scrapes may 
be seen on the obverse; the reverse is unimpaired. 


1787 New Jersey Copper. Maris 44-d. Very Fine, with no defects, 
but some faint and uniform porosity. Nicely detailed, and quite 
attractive. 

Formerly Lot 19 of Stack’s June, 1975 sale. 


1787 New Jersey Copper. Maris 52-i. Very Fine. Formerly Lot 
182 of Stack’s 1982 Robison collection, where it was described 
as follows: “Plain handles, straight plow beam. Well struck and 
centered on a smooth planchet. Dark brown with lighter 
highlights.” 


1783 Nova Constellatio. Extremely Fine, with great detail and 
lovely surfaces. A highly desirable and affordable example of this 
popular U.S. Colonial. 


1785 Nova Constellatio. Crosby 1-B, Rarity 3. Very Fine. Much 
of what appears to be granularity on the surfaces is actually die- 
rust. This particular variety is often seen struck from this late state 
of the dies, with a cud in the wreath above the date. 
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1723 Rosa Americana Twopence. Very Fine, on a nice planchet. 
This example is virtually free of the surface corrosion which is 
typical of these Bath metal issues. 


The Rosa Americana issues were struck by William Wood in England (Wood also 
struck the Hibernia issues). Although intended for the American colonies, few ac- 
tually circulated here. 


1795 Talbot, Allum & Lee Token. About Uncirculated. Brown 
and tan, with gorgeous original color. The only defect worth men- 
tioning is a very minor rim ding at K-5 on the obverse. 


The Talbot, Allum & Lee Tokens are closely tied to the regular United States 
coinages, specifically the Half Cents and Large Cents. In fact, most of the 1795 and 
1797 Half Cents were struck on cut-down T.A.L. tokens! 


36. 1786 Vermont Copper. Ryder 6. Very Fine, and quite choice. 


Nicely centered, with a full date. Struck from a late state of the 
dies, with a die-break visible between the 7 and the 8 of the date 
(quite unusual, as a matter of fact). A minor planchet clip is visi- 
ble on the obverse at K-1 and on the corresponding portion of the 
reverse. The color and surfaces are superb for a Vermont copper. 


CHOICE “BABY HEAD” 


1786 Vermont Copper. Ryder 9, the popular “Baby Head” varie- 
ty. Very Fine. Nicely detailed, with some fairly obvious planchet 
flaws (as made) on the obverse. The reverse is free of all but the 
most minor defects, and the overall appearance is superior to most 
Baby Heads seen. The color is a combination of brown and brick- 
red, with some areas of light, old granularity. Nicely centered, 
and wonderfully balanced. Much nicer than usual. 
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1760 Voce Populi Halfpenny. Nelson-Vlack 2. Very Fine, on a 
lovely, light brown planchet. A minor straight-edged clip is visi- 

. ble at K-6 which affects none of the design and intrudes into the 
coin barely one or two millimeters. Scarce this nice. 


1783 Washington Piece. Baker 1, the “Unity States” variety. 
Extremely Fine, struck on a planchet that was deliberately striated 
to give the appearance of circulation (all of the Unity States pieces 
were struck this way). Attractive brown color and nice surfaces. 


Although dated 1783, this piece was struck years later. The reverse design approx- 
imates the U.S. Large Cent design of the years 1794-1807. 


Undated Washington Piece. Baker 265B, Large Size Success 
Token, in Brass. Reeded Edge, and without the obverse die-break 
which is seen on the more common later die states. Extremely 
Fine. Nice planchet, nice color; the only defects worth mention- 
ing are very minor dings near the center of the reverse.

The obverse die 
matches Breen’s description; the reverse is unlisted. The fact that 
the reverse is different may be significant. For one thing, the dies 
listed by Breen were also used to strike coins for regular circula- 
tion, resulting in Prooflike pieces that are often confused for real 
Proofs (sometimes deliberately). Because this piece is struck from 
a different reverse, that argument is eliminated. Further research 
may prove this to be a Proof-only variety! Researchers may be 
interested in the following description of the reverse die: Right 
base of I in UNITED missing; left pendant of T in UNITED 
separated; middle bars of E’s in UNITED and STATES separated; 
left pendant of first T in STATES separated; left serifs of E in 
STATES missing or miniscule; left pendant of T in CENTS barely 
attached; feathers on either side of eagles breast polished out; 
die scratch from eagle’s crotch behind leg and tail to eagle’s left 
wing. 

This piece may have been struck on June 1, 1875 (as speculated by Breen) to com- 
memorate the new denomination. Unlike other Branch Mint Proofs, this piece has 
precedence; in other words, it is a known entity, and one which the collecting public 
has been aware of since the early 1930's. This piece represents an opportunity for 
the astute collector to acquire one of numismatic’s true rarities. 


Breen estimates that only twelve pieces were struck, with a surviving population 
of six specimens (not including this example).

The interesting and amusing story of this set is related by Bruce Amspacher 
in the September, 1986 issue of his INVESTMENT REPORT newsletter (P.O. Box 
7341. Shawnee Mission, KS 66207), and is reproduced here with his permission. 


— A ROOSY STORY — 
Or, how I made $42 without having to work more than 27 hours 


It all started on June 5, 1986 in Long Beach, California. I was walking 
by the bourse table of Joe Flynn when... 

“Hey, Bruce,” Joe called out, “do you have a buy/sell price on a set 
of PCGS MS65 Roosevelt dimes?” 

Sure, “I answered, “buy at $1,000, sell at $10,000 with two years delivery 
time.” 

“I’m serious,” Joe replied, I'll pay $5,000 for a set. 90 day delivery.” 

I figured up what the set would cost. A BU set was bid at $160. A 
gem set would probably cost $250 or so. The PCGS fees would be $1,056. 
It looked like an easy way to make $3,500 to me. 

“It’s a deal.’ I said, and we laid down the ground rules. 

1) A “set” was a 48-coin set of silver Roosevelts, 1946 to 1964 PDS. 

2) The coins had to be in PCGS holders, graded MS65 or better. 


3) If I failed to deliver by September 5, 1986, I had to pay a $3,000 
non-delivery penalty. 

There were a few small obstacles to hurdle. For one thing, most of 
the Roosevelt dates didn’t have a computer number for PCGS submis- 
sion. This had to be taken care of. Secondly, I had to find the coins. 

The following Monday, I went to PCGS to grade for ten days. I'd thought 
about this transaction some more by then, and I wasn’t sure it was a good 
deal for me. 

I devised a plan. I made another buy/sell spread on a set. With my 
face in a pose of innocence, I offered by buy a set at $3,000 or sell a 
set at $4,000. Delivery by September Ist (since I had to make delivery 
by September 5). I was certain someone would take the bait. I would 
make $2,000 and I wouldn’t have to do any work. 

Then... 

“LIl buy a set at $4,000,’ Jay Miller said. 

Great. 

Fortunately, I had a large inventory of Roosevelt dimes. Just to be sure, 
though, I bought a roll set for $7,750. Most of the coins were nice, but 
some of the Philadelphia Mint rolls had been cleaned. I spent another 
$7,600 for another roll set. 

With about 120 coins of each date to choose from, I then started pick- 
ing out the three best coins of each date. I decided to submit three sets 
in order to be certain of getting two MS65/better sets. PCGS fees were 
$3,168. 

I came up eleven coins short. None of the 1948-P dimes made it. Nine 
other issues were one coin short. 

California dealer Leroy Lenhart came to the rescue. “I have about twen- 
ty super sets I’ve had put away for years. I'll send you the dates you need,” 
he said. 

Seven down, four to go. I still needed two °48-P dimes, a °56-P and 
a ’64-D. Time was running out. 

The value of those coins suddenly hit me. If I made delivery, I receiv- 
ed $9,000. If I failed, I owed $6,000 in non-delivery penalties, lost the 
$4,000 in PCGS fees I had now paid, and would lose some more on re- 
selling the two “‘picked-over”’ roll sets. 

That was a $22,000 swing! Those four coins were momentarily worth 
$22,000. 

Leroy came to the rescue again. He found more sets and one '48-P 
made it through. One set was complete, and I made delivery to Joe Flynn. 
I had 15 days to complete the other set. 

Then panic set it. Somehow, I had miscalculated and was also missing 
a ’52-P. The other dates were in the PCGS Hotel (“‘where coins check 
in but they don’t check out’’ as the joke goes), but a 1952-P had to be 
located, submitted, graded, put in the holder, delivered to me and 
delivered to Jay - in two weeks. 

Somehow, one turned up, was expressed through, and I was done - 
I thought. 

The final problem: The 1964-D didn’t “make it”. 

“T can’t believe it.’ said Steve Cyrkin, ‘‘some poor guy sent a 1964-D 
dime through on express and we had to ‘no-grade’ it because of a counting- 
machine mark. I didn’t know whether to laugh or cry.” 

“Wonder who that moron could be,” I muttered, running from the room. 

I then got out the Newport Beach phone directory and started calling 
coin shops. After many “sorry, don’t have any” responses, I finally 
reached Miles Standish of Miller-Contursi, Inc. 

“Come on over,” he said, “I’ve got a bag of ‘em. 

As I walked to MCI in 95 degree weather, I reflected on the fates of 
man. “Some will perish from hunger, some will die of pestilence, and 
one guy will get it from heat stroke walking across Newport Beach to 
buy a 1964-D dime.” 

When I reached the building, I couldn’t find access from the street. 
After walking around for ten minutes, I finally dived through the hedge, 
tearing my shirt. 

“What are you doing?” a passerby asked. 

“You'd never believe me,” I answered. 

Anyway, Miles had picked out seven coins. I studied them, and finanally 
chose one coin. 

“How much?” 

“Fifty bucks,” Miles answered, “it'll be a record.” 

“Not for long.” I answered, unable to believe the entire day. 

The coin made it, the second set was delivered just under the wire, 
and I sat down to figure my profits.

Cost of coins to refill roll sets 540 
Loss on sale of two “‘picked over” roll sets 2,950

Net Profit $42

Both sides 
of this Gem display a deep, lustrous “‘cartwheel”’ effect when 
the coin is turned under a light source. The lilac centers are sur- 
rounded by a deep, steel toning. The strike is superb and the 
overall eye appeal is quite impressive. 


sometimes in great quantities, it is difficult to claim “finest known” status, 
especially in light of the subjectivity of grading. Nevertheless, it is our 
considered opinion, based on many years of experience, and after hav- 
ing seen many, many coins, that this set (and the Peace Dollar set which 
follows) contain more absolutely amazing coins than any other group 
we have seen or heard of. The percentage of Gem and Superb examples 
compared to the total number of coins is incredibly high. Mr. Spier’s 
commemorative set was displayed at the 1985 ANA at Mike DeFalco’s 
table, and received accollades from everyone who viewed it. Since that 
time, Mr. Spier has upgraded and improved several of the coins! We are 
extremely thrilled and excited to handle this consignment, and we know 
that this enthusiasm will be shared by all who view the collection and 
bid upon the coins.

1605. 1937 Battle of Antietam. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A gorgeous 
golden toned example of this popular issue, with untoned areas 
in the shape of the original, tab holder in which this coin obviously 
resided for many years. The contrast between the iridescent 
peripheries and the creamy centers is visually exciting. 


1606. 1936-S Arkansas. Select Uncirculated (64/64). Both sides display 
a layer of pastel lilac toning. The surfaces are remarkably clean 
for this issue, with none of the “hatch-marks” on the face, or the 
flatness on the eagle. 


1607. 1936-S Bay Bridge. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The obverse of 
this example shows an interesting two-tone appearance. The bot- 
tom left half of the obverse is toned to a deep, iridescent steel col- 
or, while the upper right half of the obverse is a burnt-gold color.

The penultimate Bridgeport, and a candidate for the ‘Finest 
Known.” 


1610. 1925 California Jubilee. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Lightly ton- 
ed in a pastel lilac and gold color, with some areas of silvery col- 
or. The surfaces are smooth and clean. 


1611. 1936 Cincinnati. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The obverse is light- 
ly toned with a golden color; Foster’s face is unusually clean. The 
similarly colored reverse is surrounded by rainbow toning. Far above 
average for this issue. 


1612. 1936 Cleveland. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The luster of this 
piece is somewhat muted by a layer of lilac and silvery-grey color. 
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1613. 1936 Columbia, South Carolina. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). 
Golden colors surround the lilac toned obverse; the reverse is most- 
ly lilac with some splashes of green-gold toning.

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1615. 1935 Connecticut. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). Both sides exhibit 
a subdued, golden-green color, with some mottled deeper gold 
visible in some areas. The underlying surfaces are clean. 


1616. 1936 Delaware. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A pleasing exam- 
ple, with lustrous, brilliant surfaces. Traces of an old fingerprint 
are visible on the reverse. Although the sails aren’t perfect, they 
are well above-average for this issue.

The color configurations are tremendously appealing to the eye. 
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1925 Lexington-Concord. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). The 
remarkably clean surfaces exhibit a bright luster and an excellent

AWESOME LONG ISLAND 


1626. 1936 Long Island. Superb Uncirculated (67/67). The Long 


Island commemorative has become synonymous with “marked 
sails,” simply because virtually every known specimen has pro- 
blems in that area. The wide, rounded sails were never given 
any protection by higher surrounding devices, and are suscepti- 
ble to all kinds of marks, friction, wear, etc. This example must 
have been hand-picked long ago and stored with great care. The 
surfaces are as flawless as they come on this issue. The sails 
are remarkably clean; the obverse is almost perfect. We cannot 
recall having seen a nicer Long Island. And we say that before 
we discuss the coin’s incredible color. Both sides are overlaid 
with a moderately deep, but vibrant lilac and gold toning, with 
steel undertones. Without a doubt, this is one of the “Finest

luster and a hint of golden color on both sides. 


1628. 1920 Maine Centennial. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). A true Gem 
example which is but one mark or two from the Superb level. The 
color is absolutely incredible, with iridescent pastel gold, greens, 
and reds. This is one of the most visually appealing examples of 
this issue that we have seen.

1810. 1861-D Gold Dollar. Gem Uncirculated (65/65). With the ex- 
ception of the uncollectible 1849-C Open Wreath, the 1861-D 
is rarest and most desirable Gold Dollar. Mint records indicate 
that although two pairs of dies were sent from Philadelphia to 
Dahlonega, no coins were struck by the Federal government. 
Once the mint was captured by the Confederacy, a small number 
of coins were struck. Estimates range from 1,000 to as many 
as 2,000 coins. Today, just a handful are known to have survived 
(probably less than 30 or 40 coins). 

The quality of this coin is what makes it so incredibly stunning. The coin is 
fully struck in all respects (nearly all other known specimens are softly struck 
at the U of UNITED). The surfaces are equally awesome, being fully Prooflike, 
and rich golden-yellow in color. The Ullmer 1861-D Gold Dollar ranks as one of 
the best known United States Gold Coins. Its quality is almost legendery; Akers 
notes in his book on the series that “several very choice 1861-D’s are known with 
the incredible Ullmer coin (purchased by Stanely Kesselman) being the finest that 
I have seen.” This coin offers the ultimate in both rarity and quality.

CHOICE 1850-D QUARTER EAGLE THE ELIASBERG 1851-D 
POSSIBLY THE FINEST KNOWN EXAMPLE QUARTER EAGLE 


1811. 1850-D Quarter Eagle. Choice Uncirculated (63/63). An in- 
credibly well struck example of this important rarity. Nearly every 
other specimen seen is weakly struck in some way. Akers goes 
as far as stating in book on the series, “always softly struck on 
the eagle’s leg and arrow feathers.’ Obviously, he was not aware 
of the present coin. The toning is also outstanding, being a deep 
shade of coppery, golden-orange color. The overall eye-appeal 
is tremendous. 

The 1850-D Quarter Eagle is extremely rare in full Mint State. The present coin 
is unquestionably the finest to be offered in recent years. This coin first appeared 
in Stack’s 1985 March Sale as Lot 885 (the original insert is included). Except 
for that sale, no Uncirculated examples have been offered in recent memory. Both 
the Eliasberg and the Montgomery coins were About Uncirculated. Akers notes 
that the Scanlon specimen was the finest he had seen. That coin last appeared 
at auction in 1973. This is an important opportunity for the specialists of southern 
gold coinage. 


1851-D Quarter Eagle. Choice Uncirculated (63/65). Another 
coin which is possibly the finest known example of the issue. 
Akers found listings for just 3 Mint State coins in his survey. 
However, those all appeared during the 1940’s, and it is doubt- 
ful if they are indeed Mint State! He further stated, “I have never 
seen a full mint state coin and only two or three others that could 
legitimately be called AU.” A coin for the collector who seeks 
only the finest! 

This coin ranks as one of the most attractive Dahlonega Gold coins we have 
ever had the pleasure of offering. The surfaces are a bright, golden-yellow, and 
both sides are fully frosted. The strike, although a touch soft on the eagle’s leg, 
is much stonger than normally seen.

This date very 
often comes with softly struck centers, the present coin being 
an exception. The eagles feathers are sharp and very distinct.

Although the strike is 
sharp, the reverse is plagued by the usual adjustment so frequent- 
ly found on coins of this Type. Half Eagles in this grade are highly 
sought after because of their affordable price tag.

1839-C About Uncirculated (50/50). Akers notes, The 1839-C 
is rare as a date and in AU or UNC it is extremely rare. This ex- 
ample is very sharply struck, with exceptional mint frost still re- 
maining. Both sides display a moderate amount of light handling 
marks, and attractive, greenish-gold toning. This is a rare and very 
popular coin due to its status as a one-year Type. Approximately 
75-80 pieces exist, most of which are very low grade. 


1841-D Extremely Fine (40/40). This date is much more difficult 
to obtain than many similarly priced Dahlonega Half Eagles. Only 
29,392 pieces were struck. This example is very clean, with deep, 
coppery-red toning.

The “Small Date, Small Letters” 
variety. Relatively clean for the grade. A very scarce issue, which 
is sometimes overshadowed by the elusive “Large Date” variety.

Not rare as a date, but desirable 
as a Type coin from the Dahlonega Mint. The obverse has three 
small raised lumps of metal between the Ist and 2nd stars. We 
have noticed this on all of the 1843-D Half Eagles we have 
examined.

1958. 1844-D Uncirculated (60/60). Both sides are highlighted by love- 
ly, greenish-gold toning. The coin’s strong suit however, is the 
abundant mint frost it possesses.

Most known 
examples of this date grade VF of EF, with Mint State coins be- 
ing quite rare.

1851-C Extremely Fine (45/45). This coin just misses a higher 

grade classification. The surfaces are extremely lustrous for the 

grade, with medium, greenish-gold toning. Collectors needing this 

date will have a very difficult time locating a finer example. 
Only 49,176 examples struck for the year. 


1853-C Very Fine (35/35). Akers notes that “The 1853-C is rare 
in all grades and generally available only in VF or EF”. One 
obverse rim cut is all that detracts from this otherwise clean ex- 
ample. 


1853-D Very Fine (35/35). A typical example of the issue, in a 
highly affordable and collectible grade. 


1853-D Extremely Fine (40/40). The strike is much less “mushy” 
than is normal for this date. There is considerable luster still re- 
maining, and the surfaces are fully original. There are a couple 
of very minor rim bruises on the reverse, none of which are too 
serious. An excellent Type Half Eagle from the Dahlonega Mint. 
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1969. 1853-D About Uncirculated (55/55). Well struck, with nearly full 
mint frost. The surfaces are a bright, golden-yellow color, with 
minimal handling marks. Certainly an above average example of 
the date and mint. 


1970. 1854-D About Uncirculated (50/50). Actually nicer, but lightly 
cleaned at one time. The surfaces are recovering beautifully 
however, and now exhibit lovely, golden-yellow toning. 

Only 56,413 Half Eagles were struck at the Dahlonega Mint in this year. 


HIGH GRADE 1856-D HALF EAGLE 


1971. 1856-D About Uncirculated (50/50). With a total mintage of 
just 19,786 pieces, this date has the lowest mintage of all 
Dahlonega Half Eagles struck from 1840-1855. Akers notes “High 
grade examples above EF are very rare...’. The present coin is 
partially Prooflike, with light, coppery-red toning. The luster 
is quite strong for the grade. The 1856-D is very desirable in 
this grade. 

This is the nicest example we have offered since the Jasper Robertson specimen 
(May 1985). 


1972. 1859-C Very Fine (30/30). Struck from a rusted reverse die, which 
gives the unfair impression of heavy wear. This coin was lightly 
cleaned at one time, but has acquired natural coppery hues about 
the periphery.

1971. 1856-D About Uncirculated (50/50). With a total mintage of 
just 19,786 pieces, this date has the lowest mintage of all 
Dahlonega Half Eagles struck from 1840-1855. Akers notes “High 
grade examples above EF are very rare...”. The present coin is 
partially Prooflike, with light, coppery-red toning. The luster 
is quite strong for the grade. The 1856-D is very desirable in 
this grade.

It ranks 19th (out of 300) in rarity ac- 
cording to number of appearances and is tied for 7th in rarity 
according to average grade. In 337 catalogues surveyed it never 
appeared above EF and only twice in that modest grade, with 
just one of those two appearances coming in the past 33 years.
